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Continuation of 2. NOTE: It is respectfully pointed out that Applicant's proposed amendments still rely largely on performance 
recitations in device claims. Performance recitations are generally considered to be met when the structural limitations, as claimed and 
as disclosed in the Specification, are met. This rationale is based upon the fact the Applicant is required to provide an enabling 
disclosure for the structure that would perform as claimed. Examiner considers the structural requirements as disclosed to be met by the 
applied prior art per Final Rejection; therefore, the structure would perform as claimed per Applicant's enabling disclosure. Also, the 
applied prior art is considered to provide an ample prima faci case of obviousness that would require evidence to the contrary for 
adequate rebuttle as opposed to mere arguments, for example, engineering evidence of a contrary results effective variable.
